Way of his own Worſhip, as tobe worſhip- 
ped. There are moreover Two Parts of Religion, Credeu- 
d4&—if5— Agenda, i. 8. Truths to be believ d. aud Duties to 
be performed; and in both theſe, the Scripture is to be

our Rule and Direction. 

He thereof that is puniſhed, either for believing thoſe 
Truths, or doing tboſe Duties, the Belief and Performance 
of which the Holy Scirpture requireth of him; or he that 
is puniſhed for not believing thoſe Things as Truths, which 
are. but Falſities and Llesg or for not doing thoſe Things 
as Duties, which are ſinful and unlawful; he, I ſay, wha 
2 upon theſe Accougts is properly and truly per- 

uted. 

The Caſe then about Perſecution, as it doth reſpeſt the 
Diſſenters, is briefly this. Tf thoſe Inſtances, for which 
they were-puniſh'd, be no Way requfe'd of them in Holy

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nothing of them that is in Faith erroneous; or in Practice 
impious: If ſhe enjoins them neither to believe Lies, nor 
to commit any Sin: If not fo, nor ſo, let the World then 
judge where the Fault lay, and who they are (that with- 
out Repentance, which tis fear'd is now little —_—_ of,) 
are accountable for all thoſe Seperations and Diviſions in 
the Church, and all thoſe Diſtractions, Wars, Murders, 
Rapises (the Natural Conſequents of the former,) in the 
State, which theſe Poor, Miſerable, Divided, Kingdoms 
have ſo ſadly experienc'd. | | 
- . .,O! Bur ſay the Clamorous Diflenters, Preaching and Pray- 
ing, are neceflary Duties; but they were puniſhed for them, 
and therefore puniſhed for neceſſary Duties, and conſequently 
Perſecuted. Ent we deny they were puniſned for Preaching 
and Praying, : Quoad Subſtantiam, as neceſlary Duties; but 
they were puniſhed for not obſerving thoſe Circumſtances a- 
bout Preaching and Praying, which Authotity requirerh of 
them; or they were puniſhed for not per forming thoſe Due 
ges in ſuch a Decent Manner as their Governours require: 
Or more plainly yet, they were puniſhed for not obſerving 
and ſubmitting to thoſe Conftirutions which their Gover- 
nours have eſtabliſhed for the better ordering of theſe Duties. 
Nou ſince it is necefiary that there be ſome Circumſtances 
made uſe of in the Exerciſe of theſe Duties, Preaching and 
Praying ;) and fince the Scriprure hath derermined nothing, 
either by requiring ſome as neceſſary, or forbidding others 
as; unlawful ; and ſiuce to leave them undetermined (for Pri- 
vate Perſons to do what ſeems Good in their own Eyes) is 
apparently deſtructive both to Church and State; what cad 
more naturally follow chan this? viz. That theſe Circum- 
2 muſt be determined by the Supream Magiſtrate, who 
by the Advice of his Eccleſiaſtical Counſel, (his Convocation) 
may appoint the Perfarmanceof of theſe and other Religious 
Duties iu ſuch a manner as is moſt agrecable to that Apoſtoli- 
cal Cauod, Let all Things be done in Decency and Order. 
The Examples of the Kings of IJrael and Fudab may ſuffi- 
ciently encourage all Religious Magiſtrates, ro reform and 
ſettle Religion in one Uniturm Way, and rake Care that all 
undet their Government ſhould ſerve the Lord with one 
Voice; this being not a Tyranny over Men, but a Priviledge 
of the Goſpel. | | 
And fince the Publick Allowance of diflerent Opinions 
and Practices about Circumſtanrigls in Religion, (particularly 
about Preaching and Praying,) doth naturally improve into 
Contentious Diſputes, and theſe Diſputes, (if nor reſtrain d) 
nn HN an a 
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Swords and Spears inſtead of Pens, and defend by Arms Muc 
they cannot do by Argument,) fince Things, I ſay, ate thus, 
ts at leaſt Prudence (if nor Duty) in the Supream Pow- 
er to remove the Occaſion of this Ruin, by enjoining the 
Publick Practice of theſe Duties in one Uniform Way, that 
all his Subjects may ſpeak the ſame Thing, and that there 
be no Diviſions amongſt them. If therefore upon Enquiry, 
it doth appear that the Magiſtrate hath Power to make 
Conftirutions for the bettet ordering theſe Circumſtances, 
about which Scripture hath determined nothing, whether 
we muſt uſe, or not uſe, them; and if Offenders againſſ 
theſe Conſtitu ĩons are juſtly puniſhable, it undeniably fol- 
lows that in puniſhing ſuch Violaters of his Laws, the Ma- 
giſtrate doth not Perſecute, but execute Juſtice 5 and that 
thoſe, who are thus juſtified by our late Pamphleteer, were 
not perſecured as Saints, but puniſhed as Rebels and Male- 
factors; which was the very Cafe of che Nonconformiſts 
in King Charles the Second's Time, 

And now, Sir, I leave it to the whole World to judge 
whether my Author, (by Starting chus the True Notion 
of Perſecution, and the Caſe between the Church and 
Diſſenrers,) has not ſufficiently vindicated the former from 
that Malicious Imputation of perſecuting the latter. 

There remains only a Word or Two more to be ſaid 
in Reference to Dr. Sacheverell's Caſe. The Generality 
of Gentle and Simple cann't ſee any Crime in his S:rmon, 
for which he may be puniſhed. And it is hop'd that choſe 
Great Men, who are (only ſuppos'd to be) there in reflect- 
ed upon, will confider that the Doctor was call'd before 
the greateſt Magiſtracy in England; that he Preach'd to 
thoſe with whom in a great Meaſure our Religion and 
Civil Liberties are entruſted, and that upon all ſuch Pub- 
lick Occaſions the Magiſtrates Duty is moſt proper to te 
infiſted upon.
